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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for aljowance because: Examiner cannot determine where in the office 
action is it stated that "controlling/authenticating access to resources by using FOBs, encryption, and decryption was conventional and 
well known. Examiner used official notice for using key fobs for generating and transmitting keys (claim 8), deleting a key after a certain 
time has elapsed (claims 3 and 16), having a key fob transmit a key (claim 13), and performing tasks periodically (claim 17). These 
features are taken by the examiner to be admitted prior art since the applicant has not adequately challenged the examiner's use of official 
notice (see MPEP 2144.03(c), 2144.04). Examiner cannot determine if Applicant is challenging an officila notice alledgedly taken for the 
features of encryption and decryption. Examiner respectfully submits that encryption and decryption and the prior art of record clearly 
show it and as Applicant correctly admits on page 1 of the specification (current technology utilizes various encryption methods...). 
In reply to Applicant's request for a reference teaching the use of key fobs for controlling/authenticating access to resources by using fobs,
